It is necesssry to premise, that, by 
Im, the appointment of the ofilcer« in 
^eitlon is vested in tbi Collector, with 
ine approbation of the Secretary t end 
ihai by established usage,, the tauutiun 
of the Secretary is necesMry to their 
removal by the Collector. 
I his con- 
irollitig authority in the head of the 
Department is intend-d to «ecure tha 
proper exerciae of the power of the 
Collector; and, to u«e this authority 
beneficially he mu«i know thegrounus 
upon which the Collector acts. 
Other 
wise, as pablie olBcor« have the frailtiea 
of other meni that control which wu» 
daaigOed for the good ot the public ser- 
vice, and for the piotection of mcriton- 
ous oflicera, might be used lo lanctio» 
injustice. 


On the decease of the Venirable W i l - 
liam ELLRat, his nephew, Mr 
C. 
LtLBav, waa ap|»ointed to «Ucceed him 
a« (k)llector of the Custom« at Newport. 
One of hi« ft' st acts, an act to which he 
i» believed to have been prompted by 
the mo«t honorable feelings—wa« to le- 
move iome of the aubordinate tilficcr« of 
bis district, and to appoint othe>^.— 
I hese appointments he submitted foi 
the approval of the ^ecieiary ot the 
ireaaiiry.
